Ex-President Taft addresses the public frequently, but none 


too frequently, for he always has something sensible and 
sound to say. 
A few evenings ago. he spoke in a New England 


town on the disturbance of business; by legislation and con- 
stant nagging, and decried a practice which in recent years has 
grown to serious proportions. Among other things he said: 
"file hostility of legislatures and of congress, consciously or 
unconsciously, has come tb be directed against all successful 
investment of .capital without discrimination. The inquisito- 
rial and nagging character of the powers of commissions 
created'% the close supervision of corporate activities has so 
frightened capital as to shrink investments and stop normal 
expansion in the business of the country." 


All are familiar with the history of the regulation of busi- 


ness by law for the past few years and, 
happHy, M'r. Taft is not 


alone'in recognizing that the thing has been overdone. Par- 
ticularly is this true with reference to the railroads, many of 
which have been crowded, into very close quarters by the 
activities of the commissions on one hand and the labor unions 
on the other, "The close and absolute supervision over the 
management of railroads, and restriction upon the rates that 
are charged by them hi interstafe.commerce and in-commerce 
within states, together with the increase.or maintenance of 
wages through the power of the trades unions, have grotmd 
the railroads'between the upper and the nether millstones and 
prevented a fair return upon their 
1 capital." 


There is no room for doubt that this co-called regulation of 


the railroads and other big business has been well meant, but 
that it has been overdone is now plainly apparent,1 and the 
country is rapidly waking up to the fact that there must be a 
change if industry and progress are not to be further crippled 
and retarded. 
In other words, business must have a square 


deal if the country is to prosper and its workers are to be em- 
ployed,''arid the square deal is what Mr! Taft and other fair- 
minded .men are now calling for. 
.All recognize that certain 


evils, in business management must.be weeded out, but this 
ean and must be done'ih a way that will not leave matters 
worse than Ihey were at the beginning of the reformatory 
•process. 


It is an important truth that Mr. Taft points out, and the 


fact that it is commanding such general recognition is reassur- 
jng.' From this time on regulation is to be regulation and .not 
rum, and the Country will be the better for it.
